son has l>ccn the opening of tho 
Johns Hopkins University at Balti- 
more, with an address by Prof. Hux- 
Joy the great English scientist. At 
llie liwul of this University is Presi- 
dent 1>. 0. C4ilrunu, who was called 
tliither from the University of Cali- 
fornia. 
While here he was assailed 


l,y dcniiisoguGS both of the press 
iiud iu education nnd politics. But 
ho went straight on with his work 


t iirning neither to the right nor the 
left. 
Ho nucomplished a good work 


us every fair minded citi/en now 
well knows. 


We follow this distinguished man 


with interest to his new field of effort. 
lie goes from the voting institution 
nt Berkeley to the still younger one 
at Baltimore. 
But to an institution 


which is in some sense the first in 
the land. It not only has the largest 
money endowment, but it is abso- 
lutely i I-BO from all conditions which 
can hamper or cripple it hereafter. 
Johns Hopkins, a Baltimore Quaker 
gave, if we 
remember 
rightly, 


at length the address of Prof. Hux- 
ley. 
Ho went right to tha marrow 


of his subject at once. He said 
among other things that the plans of 
ihe University had bean wisely con- 
ceived. The support offered through 
fellowships.and other offices was iuf- 
ficient to maintain students while 
making original researches, and the 
teaching prcvided was enough to | 
lend the student «ut into the broad- 
est fields of enquiry. And so thu 
first University in the country, that 
is the most advanced in its curricu- 
lum, and the broadest in its scope, 
was inaugurated with an address 
from one of tha feremost scientists 
in the world, and the forty young 
men went to their post-graduate 
studies. We can only give here the 
concluding paragraph of Prof. Hux- 
ey's address: 


Yon are untertnldng the greatest po-

performed by any people whatever. You 
me fit this present centenary n nation of 
10,000.000 of people.

administration purer than that of John 
Quincy Adams, nnd he won his grent 
reputation and become greatly beloved 
by the American people after this. The 
Adamses huve their ways, and their 
ways; but they are quite apt tocouiecmt 
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not leas than seven millions to en- 
dow an educational institution in 
the vicinity of Baltimore, including 
a hospital which is a department of 
the University. He stipulated that 
the institution should be abselntely 
free from sectarian and political in- 
terference, giving to the trustees the 
widest liberty to establish such an 
institution for the promotion of 
learning as should seem best. The 
first movement they made was to call 
President Giinian from Berkeley. 
Ho went, as he ought to have done. 
After careful inquiry it was agreed 
that there were already small col- 
leges taongh in tins country. The 
new institution should attempt some- 
thing distinctive. 
There was no 


school in the country which at- 
tempted in any prominent way to 
supply » post 
graduate course. 


American scholars were compelled to

versities of Germany and elsewhere 
to prosecute special studies after 
..graduating in this country. Few 
»en liad gained distinction in tho 
United States in the field of scien- 
tific inquiry, because they were so 
•lew facilities for investigation. The 
.scholars of Europe were renowned all 
over the world. They had the im- 
mense-resources of tho great Uni- 


v(,r^;tjes at command before they 
made aiTv attempt to enter the fields 
of original r«se*reh. 


, 
' It was dctermii:^ therefore that 


nnd socialism do not claim to be heart 
I cannot imagine that anyone shoul 
cuvy you this great destiny— for a grca 
destiny it ia to solve thene problem 
some wny or other. Great will be you 
honor, great will be your position, 
you solve them righteously and honest- 
ly; great your sham* nnd your misery 
if you fill.

It is my most earnest wish and hope 


that tho University, the career of which 
begins to-day, may fulfill this high mis- 
sio'n to its fullest extent. [Applansn.] 
That its outgrowths may become centers 
of intelligence, foci of intellectual life in 
the United States; and on the next cen- 
tenary of your Eepublic let me hope 
that yon will attain such a position that 
the students of all nations will flock here 
as in former days they flocked to Ox- 
ford, to Paris, and to Bologna. [Ap- 
plause.] Permit me to fancy that among 
the English part of that population there 
may linger a dim tradition at that time, 
that at the commencement of your work 
an Englishman was permitted to address 
yon as he has done to-day, to look upon 
your hope» as his hopes, and to consider 
your success aa his joy. [Great ap- 


right; and they certainly never tarnished 
their own honors or betrayed the trusts 
of the American people.

an inquest over the body of the man 
who died while being conveyed from 
a street in-East Oakland to the City 
Hall on Wednesday evening. After 
hearing the evidence of A. Kretz, P. 
Griffiths and €r. W. Baxley, who tes- 
tified that they had seen the deceased 
around Brooklyn 
where ha had 


threatened to take hi« life, the jury 
rendered 
tho following verdict: 


Wt, the jurors empanaeled to in- 
uirf into the cause of the death of 


the nan iu the morgue, do find that 
he d^ed about 7 o'clock, p. M:., Sep- 
tember 20th, near First avenue and 
East Twelfth, street, whilebeing con- 
veyed to the City Hftll in a wagon. 
And we find from the evidence ad- 
duced that his name was Andrew 
Johnson, aged about thirty years, 
and a native of Sweden; and that he 
carao' to his death from poison 
(strychnine) administered by his own 
hand with suicidal intent.

—Freo Vaccination and other 
freonationarjr Measures. 


An adjourned meeting of the Board 


of Health was hold in the Health 
office, City Hall, last evening. 
Pre- 


sent, Health Officer Sheimnn, Doc- 
tors Bolton, Kittrodge, Bamford, and 
the Special Committee from the City 
Council, Ford, Miner and Sohst, 
and City Attorney Yioomnn, Mnj or 
Paidee in the chair. 


THE PO1VEB Ol' TttEBOABD 01' HLALTH. 


City Attoiney Vrooman iras called 


upon for a legal opinion, and stated 
that ho was not prepared to submit 
a written opinion, as Le had not 
time, but in his opinion the Board 
had a right to do anything to protect 
the hculth of the oty if it T\as 
thought proper that premises, should 
be quarantined, then he considered 
it right; if it was not an unusual cua 
torn to convey patients ofHicterl with 
the small-pox to the post house, lie 
thought it coi-rect. 
He was not a 


medical expert, but considered that 
any precautionary measure taken by 
the Board to prevent tho spread o"f 
the soutngious disease, stionld be 
upheld and not condemned. Mayor 
Pnrdeo asked the question if he had 
a friend afflicted in his house with 
the small-pox, and forbade the le- 
moval of Ins friend, if lie thought 
thoBoaul could remove the patient, 
or order that he should be taken 
from the house. He replied that he 
thought that it would be an unrea- 
sonable order; but if the case was 
contested in the courts, that is, if the 
patient was removed, and the cii- 
cumstances warrantee! the removal, 
and it was to the interest of the 
communify, and to protect the pub- 
lic health that it should be so, jhe 
thought that the CourU would sus- 
tain the action. 


The subject of quarantining a 


house was fully discussed, and it 
was generally agreed upon that as a 
precautionary measure it was right 
und correct. 
ssiALii-Pox o> ULACICWELL'S ISLAND. 


Mayor Pardee asked Health Offi- 


cer Sherman if he considered ia a 
house wheie small-pox existed, that 
if there weio others of the family 
isolated from the case, and kept from 
the room where the patient was, 
that they would catch the disease. 
He considered them safe, and cited 
instances to prove his assertions, on 
Blackwell's Island where there were 
100 cases of small-pox a day, and 
the hospital was contiguous to an- 
other, the contagion did not spread. 
The case in East Oakland was cited, 
and Dr. Bamford ^stated that an in- 
dividual had come to his office and 
informed him that a woman at tho 
house whore the small-pox patient 
is, was going to the market and 
grocery. The Doctor informed him 
to go back and if he saw tho woman 
come out of tho house to have her 
arrested, or any one coming from 
the premises. 
Dr. Sherman stated 


that a man had been placed in charge 
of the house to do all errands. City 
Attorney Vrooman thought that a 
man should be employed to attend 
to all cases of small-pox whose duty 
would be to attend to the wants of 
the family. 


THEE VACOJKATIOS PEOVIDED. 


Mayor Pardee contended that the 


city should be districted and free 
vaccination provided. 
llr. Ford moved that a station be 


located at East Oakland, in charge 
of Dr. Bamford, City Hall,Dr. Sher- 
man, on Seventh street near Broad- 
way, Dr Eittredge, at the Point, 
Dr. Bolton, and that the compensa- 
tion be fixed at fifty cents per head, 
charged to the city, and that a 
record be kept of each case vaccin- 
ated.
